FORT BENNING, Ce | 
(P)—Distinguished for heroism in 
many fields, the 24th infantry, one 
of the nation’s crack regiments of 
negro soldiers, observed its 63d birth- 
day today. | 

The glamorous history of. the regi- 
ment, which won world-wide distinc- 
tion at the battle of San Juan Hill 
in the Spanish-American War, was 
related at brief exercises held at the 
Service Club on this huge military 
reservation. 

The day was observed as a holiday 
on orders of Colonel Fred L. Munson, 
regimental commander, and after the 
exercises the companies enjoyed spe- 
cial dinners to which their families 
were invited. 

Colonel Munson, Lieutenant Colonel 
Franklin L. Whitley, Major Peter P. 
Salgado, commander of the first 
battalion, and Major Roger E. Har- 
rison, commander of the second bat- 
talion, all white men, are ranking of- 
ficers of the 24th infantry. 

It was Colonel Munson who review- 
ed the history of the regiment. The 
exercises were opened by Lieutenant 
Colonel Louis A. Carter, colored, 
chaplain. Sergeant William McCauley, 
Company B, oldest man of the regi- 
ment, also was a speaker, 

The history of the regiment includes 
epics of valiant service at frontier 
posts in#the Indian campaigns, al- 
though the regiment's participation in 
these encounters were not extensive;

From the trenches on San Juan Hill 
the 24th infantry marched to Siboney, 
where a great field hospital had been 
established to eare for the great num- 
bers of yellow fever and typhoid fever 
victims. Here the negro soldiers acted 
as nurses, orderlies and caretakers 
of the .pest camp. At the San Juan 
engagement the regiment had a 
strength of 23 officers and 501 en- 
listed men. Its losses at San Juan’ were 
18 per cent. 

At» one time, after disease began 
spreading, 241 of their number were 
stricken with yellow fever or typhoid 
fever. When the 24th was relieved 
from Siboney, only 198 men were. able 
to make the "march to the transport 
which was to take them back to the 
United States. 

The regiment was not selected for 
overseas service during the World 
War, but it furnished many special- 
ists and non-commissioned officers for 
negro organizations which were sent 
to France, 

In peace time as in war time, the 
regiment holds proudly its motto:

Edwards Discourses on Technique 
At Opening of Theater Workshop 


Several score attended the opening 
session at 4-o0’clock Tnesday afternoo 
of the Theater Workshop, which is 
to be a weekly event on Tuesday after- 
noons at the Erlanger theater. Row- 
land G. Edwards, producer for the 
Permanent Players and director of the 


Workshop, spoke on the necessity for 
technique in any branch of theater 
activity. He showed how the man or 
woman, even though inspired with gen- 
uine gifts for the theater, was help- 
less until he or she had learned the 


technique of the profession. 

“Acting,” said Mr. Edwards, “‘is| 
divided into two broad divisions, con- | 
ception and _ projection. The actor | 
must, first of all, have the background, | 
the imagination and the education to| 
be able to conceive the idea he wishes | 
to portray to his audience. Then he’ 
must have the ability, the knowledge, 
in short the technique, to be able to 
project that idea into the mental con- 
sciousness of his audience.” 

Mr. Edwards: branded as erroneous) 
the freqnently used expression to the 
effect that an actor “lives his part.” 
“That is impossible,” said the lecturer. 
“The actor must at all times be con- 
scious of his audience. He cannot lose 
himself. Because what he is alwaye 
striving to do is not to feel, not to 
express his own emotions, but to ‘so 


move and speak and handle himself on 
the stage that, by the association of 
ideas, he will create the desired mental 
impression in the mind of his au- 
dience.” 

Mr. Edwards illustrated by saying 
that he might bring a noble specimen 
of an Jndian on the stage, direct from 
his native prairie, yet if that Indian 
did not stand and fold his arms and 
look as the audience imagines an In- 
dian should look they would refuse 
to accept him as a true Indian, 

“Tom Mix,” he said, “is the great 
success of the films as cowboy. Yet 
Tom Mix portrays a cowboy wearing 
kid gloves and always immaculately 
clean, Which. is ridiculous.. Harry 
Carey depicts the cowboy as he really 
is, not very clean and not very’ ro- 
mantic. Rut Mix succeeds because he 
shows the kind of cowboy the people 
want to see,” 

Mr. Edwards used the blackboard 
to diagram the rudimentary technique 
of the stage. He gave the nomencla- 
ture for different portions of the 
stage as it is usually used and ex- 
plained how .it. was necessary for th» 
playwright, the actor, the director and 
the stage artist to know these rules 
hefore they coild visualize the me- 
dium through which they must tell 
their story to the public.

“The administration heasts of aid 
provided for agriculture and to de- 
positors in closed banks provided by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion act.

policies, supplied ample bank credit 
to support agriculture, commerce and 
industry. ...

The main idea is to have the head of the club traveling in the correct | 


plane and path at maximum speed through the moment of impact, when 
both direction and distance are needed. 
The thought governing hitting is quite different from the thought 


controlling swinging. 


In the first case there is always 
the inclination to apply power too 
quickly—too far ahead of schedule. 

In fact, testing machines have 
all shown that most golfers ap- 
ply their power at least six or 
seven inches before the club head 
reaches the ball. _ This is called 

“hitting too soon.’ 

The thought of swinging gives a 
better chance to develop club head 
speed, increasing speed all the way 
through the moment of impact. There 
is less tendency to hit too quickly, 
to tie up the muscular forces at work, 
to lurch, jerk or hurry the blow. It 
is hard to visualize smoothness in 
hitting. It is quite easy to visualize 
smoothness in swinging—and the men- 
tal picture is a big part of any golf 
streke. MacDonald Smith has always 
advocated the idea and mental pic- 
ture of swinging the club head. And 
MacDonald Smith, a great golfer in 
1909, is still an eyen greater golfer 
23 years later. Which is proof of 
the lasting qualities of correct form. 


The Jones Swing. 


Does Bobby Jones hit or swing? 

If you make a close study of the 
Jones stroke you will see a smooth, 
flowing, unhurried motion on the back 
swing, which is always completed and 
never suddenly arrested before the top 
is. reached. 

You will see a down swing 
which starts in the same way. 
And in both instances the left 
arm and left hand are in control. 


Just before the down stroke is 
completed Jones applies. his final 
sweep of power, with both hands then 
working together. The final wham 
looks to be a punch or a hit. But it 
is in reality the closing stage of a true 
swinging motion, with the right hand 
delaying its main action until that 
last increased impetus is needed. 

‘This is one. phase of so-called 

“timing.” Most ragged timing 

comes from applying power too 

quickly, I’ve seen more than a 

few. golfers, also, who could drive 

the ball @ long way if they. could 
only hit it on their. back. swing. 

One of the main ideas of a correct 
golf. swing is to develop increasing 
club head speed on through to the 
ball. They have called it “the follow 
through” for one name, But the fol- 
low through is a result, not a cause 
of good swinging. It shows that the 
tightening up process, the extra ef- 
fort hasn’t occurred ahead of time— 
before the ball is hit. 


The Need of Flexibility. 


WARNER RETAINS 
ISTANFORD FAITH 


PALO ALTO, Cal., Nov. 1.—(#)--

fidence in the Warner brand of foot- 
ball despite two straight setbacks, 
and on the campus and in alumni 
circles the sentiment is for “Old Pop”

The 13-6 defeat last Saturday by 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles was accepted in the same 
spirit as the 13-0 loss to Southern 
California a week before, as “the 
breaks in football.”
